I deals with both 
of Ms books and his -public appearances, which served to promote bis and his books 
end to mil them* It falls into three groups; copies of ay letters with him and 
his publisher. Holt, %a«i»ayfe and 'Kinston* a few clipping from tbs underground 
press, 9 couple of psgs s from ”Busb to Judgement* with an attached latter and 
pages from the rough draft of a manuscript I entitle "A Citizen* a Descent”, a 
play or. the title of his second book* 

As yen will ms from the letters, I newer got any meaningful response, 
never got. any deni si of the plagiarism, and in soma cases got no response at all, 
including to the very saw re personal charges I made* There is no doubt in ay 
mind that the two parts of the appendix to !, Huah to Judgement” of di ish copies see 
enclosed are plagiarized from VgiXTITA3H, my first book* Neither is appendix material* 
both belong in the text and* os X told Cohen* without denial, adding them would 
have required reps gins and re^indexir.g the entire book. The attached copies of 
n T 5 ub&i sher* s Weekly" ads msb? clear the touted materiel that mn omitted to make 
room for this stolen notarial, so vital to Lane's vaunting age* The letter with 
Appendix 10 is from e frisnd who had access to his manuscript after publication of 
his first book. This appendix was not in it* 1 regret I forget to ask about the 
other appendix. Lane's work went through many, almost continuous revision, in the 
United States and la England* le despaired of getting it published and made mimeo- 
graph copies (before the professional editing) » %ia was the final form of his 
n»nu script sad it is this that was checked for m. WITE'AASH bo cam© generally 
available May 9$ 1986 (it woe a valla bio at the Library of ^engross from August of 
the previous ye*?), well in advance of publication of ‘’Hush to Judgement", In the 
enclosures i do not go Into his theft of the -%rrion 3s Isa r materiel in the movie 
version of “Rush to Judgment" because my knowledge is second-hand, not having seen 
it. However, **• have been told this is among the purloined things in It, The false 
claims mefl» for the book, known to be false, bear, I think, on the intent to damage. 
Thor* was that intent sad there ^es, continuously, tket prsctise.J else he vs copies f 
Holt’s press releases and brochure referred to end will make copies if you desire, 
but at tb© moment my supply of tbs special copying paper is about exhausted sad the 
new supply has not arrived. After Cohen promised to cease ani desist the misrepres- 
entail one they persisted in the very extensive publi c-rsla tiers work, a® far away 
es the west coast. There was sn enormous campaign behind Lane and this book. In 
fact, it never .stepped, 1 have transcripts of same ef his 1968 broadcasts promoting 
”A Citizen*® Uisseat" in whidi he continue® to use ay material as though it were his* 
^y this I mean material I alone published, ha did not, in either book. I can supply 
copies of these if needed, but the course will have to be disguised, for they are 
carbon copies of the transcript made for a £&sxs federal agency dealing in intelli- 
gence and someone would be fired for it* 

Bearing &n his intent and whether or not he knowingly stole, * have 
two tape recordings of e 77 show in Washington the night of ^uns 4, 1968, where I 
gave him the time on the 1 at of a series of shows I did on that A- station, TFAEHsT* 

As the letters show, hs p intended hie theft in one case was a ‘’printer's error”*

He used it in 
every possible »sy. Aside from the damage from the theft it did much other harm that 
i-s probably not sc ti enable. And ell the time he knew it was min®. On that show 
I referred to other-material from COUP D’ETAT, my prediction of Bobby’s murder early 
Use t year, in writing, to Jess dnrak, California Democratic leader. Thereafter, 
for Hobby was killed esrly the next morning, Mark went the length and bredth of 
the country saying he had predicted lobby’s murder right before it Unopened, 1 
believe to did agree with my analysis, but the prediction, in writing was mine.
